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1. Prior to September 1950, Polish sentries and some soldiers wearing army uniforms 
with green bands around their caps and green collar osatches were repeatedly seen 
at the former Ulanen Kaserne on cauienerstrasse, “loiwitz (2 51/¥ 37). No troops 
were noticed in the barracks installation northwest of the city, on the south 


side of the road to Kiueschau (2 51/¥ 28), 4 cooperative for heavy machinery was 
housed in one section of the installation. 


25 Prior to the spring of 1950, the northwestern section of the former Keith Kaserne
